early Monday and told Milkes: 
"Naturally, 
I'm 
sorry 
we 


couldn't get together. But the 
Pilots made a great choice . . . 
I'll 
be available to you and 


Dave if he needs any informa- 
tion on the league and play- 
ers." 


Bristol, youngest manager in 


the majors, has had no Ameri- 
can League connections during 
his 19-year baseball career, but 
he said the switch didn't bother 
him. 


Bristol got the sack at Cincin- 


nati after 3V2 years at the helm 
when the Reds faded from con- 
tention in the National League 
West in the final week of the 
'69 season, finishing third. 


He immediately went to the 


Montreal Expos as a coach but 
was given permission to talk 
with Milkes about the Seattle 
job when it came open last week 
with the firing of first-year man- 
ager Joe Schultz. 


Schultz was let go after a

Under the federal Social Security 


Act. even (hough you h;ive noi yel 
reached (he nge of 65. you runs 
collect monthly benefits if you are 
too "disabled" to work. 


You can usually qualify for these 


benefits (after a waiting period) if 
you have a major illness or physi- 
cal handicap. As a rule, both of 
these are considered disabling. 


Hut suppose your only disability 


is pain. Must you grit your teeth 
and continue to work, or may you 
.stay ni home and expect a govern- 
ment check'1 


In the first place, since pain is 


hard to measure, the law takes a 
close look at the surrounding cir- 
cumstances to decide just how bad 
your pain really is. Consider this 
case: 


A lelephone operator tried to 


collect disability benefits on the 
ground that a pelvic injury had 
left her in pain. However, in a 
court hearing, the government 
pointed out that the pain was not 
bad enough to keep the woman 
from doing the usual household 
chores—without wearing any kind 
of supporting garments. 


Thereupon the court turned 


down her claim, saying the evi- 
dence simply did not add up to a 
pain that was truly disabling. 


Furthermore, pain that would 


keep you from doing heavy physi- 
cal labor may not qualify you as 
disabled if you are trained to do 
less strenuous work. 


Thus, a market manager was 


denied disability benefits even 
though he was having back trouble. 
The court said his skills in manage- 
ment, being mainly mental, could 
be put to good use without any 
great physical distress. 


Nonlheless. the law does ordi- 


narily give a claimant the benefit 
of the doubt. When-ja: m a n u a l 
laborer with tormenting backaches 
tried to collect as a disabled per- 


) son, the court upheld his claim 


even though it was not literally im- 
possible for him to work. 


The judge commented: 
"The notion that pain must be 


endured, no mailer how severe or 
overpowering, is contrary to dis- 
a b i l i t y provisions of the Social 
Security Act, which were intended 
to ameliorate some of the rigors 
that life imposes."

It is so easy to play when 


you see all the cards. That 
is, some hands are easy to 
play. Here is an old-timer 
that was played in an impor- 
tant team match in 1937. 
Both South players arrived 
at five diamonds doubled. 


The bidding in the box was 


that at one table. We don't 
know how it went at the 
other table nor do we know 
the play. All we do know is 
that each declarer wound up 
going down one after West 
started out by leading the 
king and ace of spades. 


The bidding should have 


l o c a t e d all the cards for 
South so we must assume 
that it is really hard to find 
the winning line of play. See 
if you can work it out? 


South must start proceed- 


ings by ruffing that second 
spade with some diamond 
other than the six. He must 
now r e a l i z e that East is 
marked with both the dia- 
mond and club kings for his

Leukemia Victims 
Helped by New Drugs

Q—W h a t a r e the symp- 


toms of leukemia? Do you 
diagnose it by a spinal tap 
or a blood count? What is 
the best remedy? Is there 
any foundation devoted to 
the study of this disease? 


A—There are several types 


of leukemia. The onset may 
be sudden or gradual. Com- 
mon s y m p t o m s include 
weakness, pallor, shortness 
of breath and fever. Other 
symptoms would depend on 
the part of the body involved.

chief reliance is placed on 
the great increase in certain

Although there is no cure, 


more than a dozen new drugs 
have been found to benefit 
the victims. Often they are 
used in combination and the 
best combination in a given 
case must be found by clini- 
cal trial.

ing issues such as the war. 


"Lowering the voting age will 


not eliminate protests by the 
young," the commission said in 
a 12-page report. "But it will 
provide them with a direct, con- 
structive and democratic chan- 
nel for making their views felt 
and for giving them a responsi- 
ble stake in the future of the na- 
tion." 


Noting only two states—Geor- 


gia and Kentucky—permit 18- 
year-olds to vote, the commis- 
sion pointed out young people 
are "treated as adults by the 
criminal law" and forced to 
give "the ultimate service, the 
highest sacrifice, when we re- 
quire them to perform military 
service."

not elect. This is fundamentally 
unjust," it contended. 


Calling today's youth the best 


educated the country has ever 
produced, Eisenhower said, "A 
very high percentage, 75 to 80 
per cent, are opposed to (lie war 
yet only a very tiny percentage 
lias refused to serve." 


He said his figure was based

William Proxmire says'a poten- 
tial solution to the water po^t- 
tlon problem would be a federal 
fee charged to industries on the 
basis of the amount of wastes 
they dump into the nation's 
lakes and streams. 


The Wisconsin Democrat says 


adoption of this new strategy in 
the pollution war would give in- 
dustry a meaningful incentive to 
curb waste production and pro- 
duce billions of dollars for the 
construction of vitally needed 
municipal 
waste 
treatment 


plants. 


The nation's 12-year battle 


against water pollution has been 
a near total failure that has cost 
more than $5.4 billion in federal 
funds, Proxmire said in a Sen- 
ate speech introducing the pollu- 
tion. 


Under the present 
strategy, 


Proxmire told the Senate, "It is 
simply cheaper in many cases 
for an industry to pay a fine and 
continue 
polluting the water 


than to develop pollution control 
devices . . . The only way to re- 
verse this system is to make it 
economical not to pollute." 


Proxmire said that under his 


bill an industrial polluter would 
pay a fee based on the demand 
placed on water used in dispos- 
ing of waste products and the 
toxic content of the waste.

Presence off 'Echo 
Chamber' Cited as 
Moonquake's Cause

(AP) - Scientists now think the 
strange 
lunar 
reverberations 


detected after their man-made 
moonquake 
might 
have been 


caused by a huge underground 
"echo chamber." 


They theorize the echo cham- 


ber is a jumbled layer of rocky 
debris sandwiched between the 
hard surface of the Ocean of 
Storms and an underlying hard 
lunar material. The debris may 
have teen formed eons ago dur- 
ing 
some cataclysmic 
lunar 


event. 


Strange reverberations lasted 


55 minutes after the Ajx)llo 12 
lunar lander was deliberately 
crashed 
to produce a moon- 


quake. Seismic devices left by 
the astronauts detected the re- 
verberations and radioed them 
to earth. 


For some unknown reason, 


the scientific theorists say, en- 
ergy from the crash might have 
bounced back and forth through 
the rubble like sound in an echo 
chamber. 


A similar rubble layer on 


earth would have dampened the 


eismic energy, said Dr. Gary 


Latham of the Lamont Geologi- 
cal observatory. 


"Our feeling now is we're 


going to have to reassess our 
understanding of the manner in 
which waves are damped and to 
study 
the 
way in which the 


material affects this kind of 
thing," he said. 


Perhaps the airlessness oftne 


moon has something to do with 
it, Latham said. 


Because of the vacuum on the 


moon, he explained, lunar mate- 
rial has no gases or fluids 
trapped in it as earth material 
docs, and this might dramati- 
cally alter the way seismic en- 
erg)' behaves. 


A layer of rocky debris sand- 


wiched between two hard layers 
that efficiently reflect seismic 
waves is alien to earth geology. 


"I cant in my experience 


think of a place where we would 
find a .solid over a thick rubble 
layer underlain by another solid 
material," Latham said. ''And 
if \ve did, we certainly wouldn't 
se..- a .•seibinic signal like that we 
saw on the moon.'1

NEW YORK (AP) - A 22- 


year-old Army veteran says in a 
CBS television interview that he 
killed "10 or 15" Vietnamese ci- 
vilians on orders from Lt. Wil- 
liam L. Galley Jr. during the al- 
leged massacre at My Lai in 
March 1968, 


The Army announced Monday 


that Galley would be given a 
general 
court-martial 
on 


charges of premeditated mur- 
der in the deaths of 109 men, 
women and children in the vil- 
lage of My Lai. 


"Why 
did you do it?" the vet- 


eran, Paul Meadlo of Terre 
Haute, Ind.,, was asked by inter- 
viewer 
Mike Wallace on the 


CBS Evening News with Walter 
Cronkite. 


"Why did I do it? Because I 


felt like I was ordered to do it. 
And it seemed like I realized— 
at the time I felt like I was 
doing the right thing," Meadlo 
said. 


"Because like I said," he con- 


tinued, "I lost buddies, I lost a 
damn good buddy, Bobby Wil- 
son, and it was on my con- 
cience. So after I done it I felt 
good, but later on that day, it 
was gettin' to me." 


Meadlo said in the interview 


that he estimated "just by look- 
ing" that 370 men, women, chil- 
dren and babies were killed that 
day in My Lai. 


He said the' "company com- 


mander, Capt. Ernest Medina, 
"was- right there.'Why didn'f; he 
put a stop to it? He knew what 
was going on ... 
he was right 


there ... he could of put a stop 
to it anytime he wanted to." 


Medina was Galley's immedi- 


ate superior. 


Galley's attorney, George W. 


Latimer, said in Salt Lake City: 


"I'm not sure why he (Mead- 


lo) is talking. And I don't know 
anything about his credibility or 
the circumstances of the inter- 
view. I think it's not good ethics 
for a witness to be telling things 
in the press before a trial." 


Meadlo said in the interview 


that the day after the My Lai in- 
cident he stepped on a land 
mine and subsequently lost a 
foot. He is now out of the Army.

But while the Pentagon was 


being vague on the specifics of 
its case, a man identified as a 
former soldier said in a televi- 
sion interview 
Monday night 


that he killed 10 to 15 of the 
Vietnamese under Galley's or- 
ders and that the officer also 
shot a group of villagers. The 
former Army private's name 
was given as Paul Meadlo, 22, 
of Terre Haute, Ind. 


And as the furor over the al- 


leged massacre grew, members 
of Congress began moving to- 
ward their own investigation of 


The Army said Monday Galley 


would .be court martialed on 
charges of premeditated mur- 
der in the 1968 raid on the vil- 
lage of My Lai. 


The specifications were ex- 


plicit in saying that Galley did 
"with premeditation murder. . . 
Oriental human beings ... by 
means of shooting them with a 
rifle." The six specifications 
listed a total of 109 victims in- 
cluding a two-year-old child. 


Pressed 
by newsmen, 
the 


Army finally issued a legalistic 
statement saying: 


"Whether Lt. Galley is alleged 


to be the actual perpetrator of 
each of the murders charged in 
the specification, or whether he 
is charged as an aider and abet- 
tor, or as one who counseled, 
commanded or procured the 
commission 
of 
the 
offenses 


would require a rather detailed 
discussion of the evidence in the 
case."
